AS to the possibilities to send agents from Swedun to Sstonia Col. 
Kaisslng told that one can boast with it and speak of it, but as far as 
he knows, the attempts made some years ago have failed, not a single 
boat having reached the ii^stoninn coast, all being detected by the Hus-, 
siens. As to his undvrstandiuts the Swedish authorities would never 
participr?te on such an enterprise^ and to do such things in Sweden with- 
out knowledge and approval of the owedish authorities ie nuite impossib-^^ 
le.But there still remoia some possibilities to receive from time to. 
time some interesting bodKftOr other information collected by different 
people still viklting the countries behind the Iron Courtain. 1

■ Supplement to the Tuition Plan. 

I find that the provisiohal tuition plan of our recruits has 
tp be supplemented by two essential subjects: 

1) photography, and 

, 2 ) wireless picture tran^esion (video). 

It ie not much what ovdrl|.rep)ri^ could collect on information 
and transmit to us by usual wireless messages, «:^ould it not be; better 
to buildi up a team of those men, to eiruip that team beside the usual 
wireless sets %rlth a photo radio and a photo lat)oratory ,80 they could 
send US much more materials than could do hundred men working with 
usual wireless sets only* They could, e.g. send us photos of different 
local newspapers which often give more information than the bigger * 
general newspapers do, and which are inobtainable here. Their own 
messagesjtoo, could be sent in photographed form, wnich procedure is 
taking much lees time (shorter transmission periodes) as needed when 
giving these messages by liorse. Use of such devices would hlj^y 
augment the safety of our agents before the enesQr radior goniometers, 
espsolally when our devices will be fitted out with special directive 
areals and the men will not be forced to send long messages by Morse.
